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Dutch First Chamber heads for St. Maarten 


THE HAGUE-Members 
of the Dutch First Chamber, 
the Senate, met with St. 
Maarten’s Project Director 
of Constitutional Reform 
Dennis Richardson on 
Tuesday, in anticipation of 
a future visit by an official 
St. Maarten delegation. 
Richardson, who is 
currently in the Netherlands 
for meetings about 
constitutional reform, told 
The Daily Herald that he 
hopes to hear from the 
First Chamber what their 
concerns are pertaining 
to St. Maarten attaining 
country status in 2010. 
Richardson’s meeting with 
the First Chamber today 
can be seen as a sort of 
fact-finding mission in 
anticipation of an official 
visit by a delegation from 
St. Maarten in the near 
future. 

That delegation, which 
is expected to be headed 
by Commissioner of 
Constitutional Affairs Sarah 
Wescot-Williams, will have 
meetings with both the 
First Chamber and Second 
Chamber. 

The Second Chamber is 
highly doubtful about 
St. Maarten’s capacity to 
assume an autonomous 
position in the Kingdom as 
a country. 

The First and Second 
Chamber are instrumental in 
the process of constitutional 
reform as they have to 
approve legislation to make 
the new relations in the 
Kingdom possible. 

A planned meeting of the 
First Chamber with St. 
Maarten’s Island Council 
didn’t materialize last 
week because there was no 
quorum. 

The eight-member

delegation returned Monday 
from a visit to all islands of 
the Netherlands Antilles as 
well as Aruba. 

Besides meeting with 
Richardson, members of 
the permanent co mm ittee 
for Antillean and Aruban 
Affairs will also evaluate 
the recent Parliamentary 
Consultation of the 
Kingdom meetings. These 
meetings, also referred to 
as POK, were held in Aruba 


from January 5-9. POK was 
marred by confrontations 
and irritation, and was 
almost cancelled. 

A lot of the irritation was 
caused by Member of the 
Second Chamber Hero 
Brinkman of the Party 
for Freedom PVV who 
insulted Aruba by calling 
its government “corrupt”. 
The issue of the cross 
index for Antillean high- 
risk youngsters in the 


Netherlands was another 
hot potato during POK. 

On Tuesday, the First 
Chamber committee also 
evaluated its working visit 
to the islands last week, and 
prepare for a meeting next 
week Tuesday, January 27, 
with Dutch State Secretary 
of Kingdom Relations 
Ank Bijleveld-Schouten 
and Justice Minister Ernst 
Hirsch Ballin. On the agenda 
of that meeting are the First 


Chamber’s impression of 
POK and the subsequent 
working visit to the islands. 
During last Tuesday’s 
meeting, the co mm ittee 
set a date for the debate on 
government’s 2009 budget 
for Kingdom Relations, 
Chapter 4. 

The Second Chamber 
has already approved the 
legislation proposal relating 
to that part of the budget on

I’ve never read Moliere, 
so I’m not sure, the movie 
struck me as a “this is the real- 
life inspiration for the classic 
story” thing like Shakespeare 
in Love was for Romeo and 
Juliet (admittedly, with a few 
other plays thrown into the 
mix). I gather this is the story 
of Tartuffe, though I could be 
mistaken. 

But it is a wonderful period 
piece: the rich and the poor 
in mid-1600s France. The 
interplay of the aristocracy, 
the merchant class, and the 
lower classes. 

It is a comedy of errors and 
mistakes, with both comic 
and tragic situations. I truly 
enjoyed the movie, and it 
made me want to go out and 
read some Moliere. If you can 
handle subtitled movies or if 
you speak French.Q

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Obama’s whirlwind first day: 
economy, war and more

WASHINGTON (AP) _ President Barack 
Obama sprinted through a first full day in office 
Wednesday, making good on vows to clean 
up government and taking action on pressing 
issues ranging from the Iraq war to the failing 
economy. 

Obama was laying down markers _ some 
symbolic, others rooted in nuts-and-bolts 
action _ as he began setting the tone for his 
administration. He swept into Washington on a 
wave of expectations that the new government 
can overcome a deep malaise that settled on 
the capital city and the country during the now- 
departed Bush administration. 

Deep problems confront America’s first black 
president as he takes control of a country 
facing economic perils not seen in nearly eight 
decades even as it fights two unpopular wars. 
The presidential flurry began with a first post¬ 
inaugural visit to the Oval Office about 8:30 
a.m. before moving on to a prayer service in the 
National Cathedral. At a swearing in of White 
House staff, Obama announced he would freeze 
the pay of aides earning more than $100,000, 
issued tough new ethics standards and said 
government records should not be kept secret 
just because officials had that power. 

Obama and first lady Michelle Obama took 
time to welcome 200 citizens to the White 
House Blue Room for a symbolic open house, 
greeting the flow of average Americans allowed 
into the executive mansion on a first-come - 
first-served basis. 


“Enjoy yourself, roam around,” a smiling 
Obama told one guest as he passed through the 
room. “Don’t break anything.” 

The new president conferred with his brain 
trust about what he termed the “emergency” 
gripping the American economy and moved 
on to a meeting with top diplomatic, security 
and military brass about his pledge to pull 
American combat forces out of Iraq within 16 
months. Top military officials said the meeting 
did not include the Joint Chiefs of Staff, as 
Obama promised during his campaign. 
Sandwiched into that dizzying schedule, Obama 
prepared to name George Mitchell, the former 
Senate Democratic leader, a special envoy to 
the Middle East. And in phone calls to Israeli, 
Palestinian, Egyptian and Jordanian leaders, 
Obama emphasized that he would work to 
consolidate the cease-fire between Israel and 
Hamas in Gaza, said the new White House 
press secretary, Robert Gibbs. 

Gibbs said Obama expressed “his commitment 
to active engagement in pursuit of Arab-Israeli 
peace from the beginning of his term.” 

The shift in administrations _ former President 
George W. Bush was back home in Texas _ 
was underscored in far-off Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, where a judge granted Obama’s request 
to suspend the war crimes trial of a young 
Canadian. The judge issued a one-sentence 
order for the 120-day continuance without so 
much as a hearing, possibly the beginning of 
the end for the former administration’s system 
of trials for alleged terrorists.

Senate confirms Clinton 
as secretary of state

WASHINGTON (AP) - As the U.S. Senate confirmed Hillary 
Rodham Clinton to become secretary of State on Wednesday, 
President Barack Obama moved to make his imprint on U.S. 
foreign policy, mobilizing a fresh team of veteran advisers and 
reaching out to world leaders. 

The Senate voted 94-2, with two Republicans opposing. 
Republicans and Democrat alike said her swift confirmation was 
necessary so that Obama can begin tackling the major foreign 
policy issues at hand, including two wars, increased violence in 
the Middle East and the possibility of a nuclear-armed Iran.

The Associated Press has learned that 
Obama plans to sign an executive order 
Thursday to close the Guantanamo Bay 
detention center within a year and halt 
military trials of terror suspects held there. 
The senior Obama aide spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the event has not 
yet been announced. 

His aides on Wednesday had circulated a 
draft executive order on Guantanamo that 
called for closing the facility within a year, 
releasing some of the 245 detainees still 


there and transferring others to different 
sites for trial. 

Obama’s first White House meetings as 
president meshed with quickened efforts 
in Congress to add top Cabinet officials to 
the roster of those confirmed on Tuesday 
and to advance the economic stimulus 
measure that is a top priority of his 
administration. 

The U.S. Senate overwhelmingly voted 
to approve Hillary Rodham Clinton as 
Obama’s secretary of state, joining other 
Cabinet members who won approved on 
Inauguration Day. 


Treasury Secretary-designate 
Timothy Geithner appeared before 
the Senate Finance Committee for 
a confirmation hearing, telling the 
panel that enactment of the new 
president’s economic stimulus was 
essential. He also said the Senate’s 
decision last week to permit use of 
the second $350 billion installment 
of a financial industry bailout “will 
enable us to take the steps necessary 
to help get credit flowing.” 

He said Obama and he “share your 
belief that this program needs 
serious reform.” 

Geithner also apologized for his 
failure to pay personal taxes earlier 
in the decade, calling the omission 
a mistake. The taxes were repaid 
in stages, some after an audit and 
the rest after a review of his returns 
late last year by Obama’s transition 
team. 

“I should have been more careful,” 
Geithner told the committee. 
Its chairman, Max Baucus said 
he thought Geithner had made 
“disappointing mistakes” but also 
said he needed to be confirmed so 
he could get to work on solving the 
country’s financial crisis. 

Senate Republicans, meanwhile, 
forced a week delay in voting on 



Obama’s nomination of Eric Holder 
as attorney general, demanding 
more time to question him about 
the administrations intentions 
toward those who have participated 
in harsh interrogations of terrorism 
suspects, Guantanamo trials and 
other topics. 

The committee plans to meet again 
next Wednesday, and Holder’s 
confirmation is not in doubt. 

What the public did not see as 
the first full day of the Obama 
administration rushed by was the 
new leader standing alone with 
his thoughts in the Oval Office. 
He did that for about 10 minutes 
at the start of the day. “He wanted 
to absorb the moment that he was 
in, to think about the people who 
have served before him, and also to 
think about the work that he is now 
undertaking,” Gibbs said. 

Obama also privately read a note 
left by his predecessor, George W. 
Bush. 

Gibbs said he didn’t ask Obama 
about that one: “I knew he wasn’t 
going to tell me anyway.” Q

“We want to see marriages 
protected,” said Sonja 
Swiatkiewicz, director of 
issues response for Focus 
on the Family Action. She 
said the calls began Friday, 
but she would not disclose 
the cost or number of calls. 
State law already says 
only marriages between a 


man and a woman may be 
conducted in Wyoming. 
However, the state is bound 
to recognize same-sex 
marriages and civil unions 
performed in other states. 
Massachusetts and 

Connecticut are the only 
states that allow gay 
marriage. Gay marriages are 
not allowed elsewhere, and 
30 states have taken the extra 
step of entrenching the ban 
in their state constitution. 
Lobbying by out-of-state 
groups was cited as a key 
factor in the passing of a 
measure prohibiting gay 
marriage in California in 
November. 

“I feel like the Focus on the 
Family has just moved into 
the state and wants to see 
this happen, and I hate to 
see us go in that direction,” 
Bob Spencer, a spokesman 
for Wyoming Equality.

The move appears to clear 
the way for several other 
candidates including Attorney 
General Andrew Cuomo, who 
Paterson confirmed Tuesday 
is under consideration.

Senate Dems 
move toward

WASHINGTON - It’s no joke: 
Senate Democrats are moving 
toward letting comedian A1 
Franken join the chamber 
while Republican Norm 
Coleman’s election lawsuit is 
pending. 

“We’re going to try to seat A1 
Franken,” Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
told reporters on Wednesday, 
a few hours before he posed 
with Franken for photos just 
off the Senate floor. “There’s 
not a question in anyone’s 
mind, an assertion by anyone, 
that there’s been any fraud or 
wrongdoing in this election.” 
Coleman’s lawyers are 
challenging the results of 
the election and the re-count 
in a trial set to begin in state 
district court on Monday. A 
three-judge panel that will 
hear the case is considering 
Franken’s argument to dismiss 
it altogether. 

Franken finished the re-count 
ahead by 225 votes. But 
Coleman’s campaign said it 
will push for a review of all 
12,000 absentee ballots that 
were not counted in the race. 
Coleman’s attorneys said the 
new proposal could bring as 
many as 7,000 ballots to the 
race. 

Reid did not say when 
Franken would be seated 
provisionally, but he said the 
two were meeting to hash 
out the agenda and Franken’s 
committee assignments. 

Not so fast, said Republicans. 
“If A1 Franken truly believes 
he won this election, he should 
respect the laws of his state 
and allow this legal review to 
be completed,” said Sen. John 
Comyn, R-Texas, chairman 
of the National Republican 
Senatorial Committee. 

Luke Friedrich, spokesman 
for Coleman, said Reid and 
Franken would “ignore the 
will of Minnesota voters” if 
they try to seat Franken before 
the election is fully resolved. 
“Maybe A1 Franken and Harry 
Reid should spend a little time 
reminding each other how 
they used to want every vote 
counted,” Friedrich said.Q

Possible bird remains found

A single feather was found 
attached to a flap track on the 
wing and will be examined 
by experts at the Smithsonian 
Institution.

a 120-day suspension of the 
cases of a Canadian accused 
of killing an American soldier 
in Afghanistan and five men 
charged in the Sept. 11 attacks.

military commissions. 

Judge Stephen Henley, an 
Army colonel presiding over 
the Sept. 11 trial, accepted 
the prosecution argument that 
it would be in the “interests 
of justice” to give the new 
administration time to review 
the commission process 


and decide what to do next, 
a decision tied closely to 
Obama’s pledge to close the 
detention center. 

The five charged in the Sept. 
11 attacks had said they wanted 
to plead guilty to charges that 
carry potential death sentences 
and their alleged ringleader, 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed, 
told the court he opposes the 
delay. 

“We should continue so we 
don’t go backward, we go 
forward,” said Mohammed, 
who shrugged off the prospect 
of a death sentence at a pretrial 
hearing at the base earlier in 
the week. 

Another judge agreed to a 
suspension in the case of 
Canadian Omar Khadr with a 
one-sentence order. 

Obama’s order to seek a 
suspension of the proceedings 
came just hours after his 
inauguration. 

Prosecutor Clay Trivett said 
all pending cases should be 
suspended because the new 
administration’s review of the 



military commissions system 
may result in significant 
changes that could have 
legal consequences for the 
defendants. 

In Washington, the 
administration circulated a 
draft executive order that calls 
for closing the detention center 
within a year and reviewing the 
cases of all the nearly 245 still 
held. The government would 
release some, transfer others 
and put the rest on trial under 
terms still to be determined. It 
was not known when Obama 
intended to issue the order. 
The suspension of the war 
crimes trials “has the practical 
effect of stopping the process, 
probably forever,” said Navy 
Lt. Cmdr. William Kuebler, 
Khadr’s defense lawyer. 
Khadr, a Toronto native, faces 
charges that include supporting 
terrorism and murder for 
allegedly killing U.S. Army 
Sgt. 1st Class Christopher 
Speer of Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, with a grenade during 
a 2002 battle in Afghanistan 


when he was 15. 

Khadr faces up to life in prison 
if convicted by the military 
commission. His lawyer says 
he should now be prosecuted, 
if at all, in a civilian court, 
though he would prefer to be 
repatriated to Canada. 

“He is anxious. He doesn’t 
know what’s going to 
happen,” Kuebler said after 
discussing the delay with the 
22-year-old prisoner. “But we 
are all hopeful and somewhat 
optimistic that this ruling now 
creates a space for the two 
governments to do something 
constructive to solve this 
case.” 

Khadr has received little 
sympathy in Canada, where 
his family has been called the 
“first family of terrorism.” His 
father was an alleged al-Qaida 
militant and financier who was 
slain by Pakistani forces in 
2003, and a brother, Abdullah 
Khadr, is being held in Canada 
on a U.S. extradition warrant, 
accused of supplying weapons 
to al-Qaida. □

Ell wins Israeli assurance on Gaza aid

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) 
- The European Union said 
Wednesday it has received 
assurances from Israel that it 
will allow humanitarian aid 
through to Palestinians in the 
Gaza area. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Tzipi 
Livni, meanwhile, said she 
convinced the Europeans 
that having a “durable and 
sustainable cease-fire also 
means a full cessation of the 
smuggling of weapons” into 
Gaza, which is ruled by the 
extremist Islamic Hamas 
movement. 

Livni and her EU counterparts 
debated the way forward after 
the Gaza war at a meeting over 
dinner. 

Karel Schwarzenberg, the 
Czech foreign minister and 
the meeting’s chairman, said 
at a joint news conference 
after the three-hour meeting 
that Livni reassured the EU 
that “everything will be done 
from the Israeli side to have 
an effective humanitarian aid 
in the Gaza Strip.” 

British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband said the talks 
produced a “strong” discussion 
at which the Europeans 
insisted Israel must make it 
possible for humanitarian aid 
to reach Palestinians in the 


stricken Gaza are. 

“It’s absolutely necessary 
to say we need to open the 
borders. We (the 27 EU 
nations) were all united in 
that,” said French Foreign 
Minister Bernard Kouchner. 
Livni said she and the 
Europeans reached “an 
understanding” that it is 
important that the smuggling 
of weapons into Gaza be 
stopped. 

She said she regretted the 
loss of civilian lives in Gaza 
but blamed Hamas militants 
for operating from highly 
populated areas. 

She called the war against 
Hamas _ which both the 
U.S. and the EU view as a 
terrorist organization _ a “war 
against terror, not against 
Palestinians.” 

Officials said the EU is ready 
to send monitors back to the 
Rafah crossing between Gaza 
and Egypt provided the Gaza 
cease-fire is maintained. 

That mission began in 2005 
and oversaw the crossing 
of 444,000 people during 
an 18-month period. It was 
suspended in June 2007 after 
Hamas seized control of 
Gaza. 

Egypt has largely kept the 
crossing closed since Hamas 
seized power. 

The EU foreign ministers

will meet in Brussels with 
their counterparts from 
Egypt, Jordan, Turkey and 
the Palestinian Authority on 
Sunday. 

Israel is hoping for a deal 
committing the EU to 
contribute forces, ships and 
technology to anti-smuggling 
operations. EU officials said it 
was too early for that, saying 
providing humanitarian 
relief and efforts to secure a 
lasting cease-fire were their 
priorities. 

The U.S. last week signed 
an anti-smuggling deal with 
Israel calling for expanded 
intelligence cooperation 


between the two countries and 
other U.S. allies in the Middle 
East and Europe. 

The U.S. promised to supply 
detection and surveillance 
equipment along with 


logistical help and training to 
Israel, Egypt and other nations 
in the region. The equipment 
and training would be used to 
monitor Gaza’s land and sea 
borders. □

ADELAIDE, Australia (AP) 
- Two days into his first 
professional cycling race 
in three years and after a 
hard day at the Tour Down 
Under, Lance Armstrong said 
Wednesday he was having “a 
helluva good time”. 


However the 37-year-old has 
no illusions that his return 
to cycling - focused on his 
attempt in June to win his 
eighth Tour de France - will be 
dictated by age and condition. 
“The comeback, so to speak, 
is at least a year,” he said. “It’s 
not three or four, I don’t think, 
but it could be two years. I’ve 


got to get through the first 
part of this season and then 
decide. 

“There are other things, too, 
that need to fall into place but 
primarily my condition and 
how this all feels and how 
the campaign (to raise cancer 
awareness) unfolds.” 
Armstrong said he had been 
given no cause to reconsider 
the wisdom of his comeback 
in the two stages so far of the 
Tour Down Under. 

He rode 90 miles in blast¬ 
furnace heat on Tuesday and 
another 92 miles in cooler 
conditions Wednesday, but 
found no cause on either day 
to ask 'why am I doing this?’ 
If anything, Armstrong said, 
his experience at the start of 
the six-day tour had confirmed 
him in his decision to return 
from a three-year retirement. 

“I came in fairly open 
minded,” he said. “I didn’t 
know what to expect in terms 
of the crowds and the reaction 
and my condition in the race. 


Overall, I’m pleased. I said at 
the beginning I’m glad I made 
this decision I made and I 
maintain that statement. 

“I can’t ask for anything more. 
I’m having fun in the race so I 
can’t complain about much.” 
Armstrong took a quiet part 
in the first stage Tuesday, 
finishing in the peleton and 
officially 120th of 133 riders 
in the race in South Australia 
state. 

He was more aggressive and 
more prominent Wednesday, 
riding near the front of the 
main bunch and taking part 
in two late breakaways, one, 
audaciously, with a rider half 
his age. “I said all along 
if I were there and I had the 
opportunity I would definitely 
make my presence felt in the 
race,” he said 

Armstrong finished 45th 
overall Wednesday, also in the 
bunch and 13 seconds behind 
the stage winner Allan Davis 
of Australia. He looked fit 
and confident and some of 


the past evaporated when he 
took his black and gold bike to 
the front, briefly gapping the 
peleton. 

“It was fun to be out in front 
of a race again,” he said. “As 
they say over here it was good 
to give it a twist, to give it a 
crack. 

“It’s going to take a while to 
adapt to race speed, I’ve said 
that since I got here and today 
proved that,” he added. “Those 
long drags uphill were never 
my strong suit but having been 
out of competition and you 
get in the race and it’s fast and 
guys are strong it’s a suffer- 
fest. You suffer when you get 
to those moments.” 

Armstrong said he is prepared 
to do just that if that’s what it 
takes to return to his peak. 

“I like to suffer, although it 
sounds weird,” he said. “I 
know why I’m doing this, I 
want to be doing it and I’m 
having a good time. If I wasn’t 
having fun I would pack it 
in.’Q

WASHINGTON (Reuters) 
- America Latina espera 
cambios en la politica de 
Estados Unidos hacia Cuba 
y el inicio de un dialogo con 
Venezuela y Bolivia bajo la 
nueva presidencia de Barack 
Obama, dijo el miercoles el 
secretario general de la OEA, 
Jose Miguel Insulza. 

Pese a que el Gobierno de 
Obama tendra poco tiempo 
de gestion y asuntos “mas 
apremiantes” que resolver, 
Insulza dijo que para la 
Cumbre de las Americas en 
abril en Trinidad y Tobago 
la region espera “algunas 
definiciones” que mejoren 
el clima de relaciones con 
Washington. 

“Lo que los paises mas quieren 
es que haya mucho mayor 
dialogo e involucramiento 
colectivo en los problemas”, 
dijo el ex canciller chileno a la 
prensa. “Esperamos que para 
la cumbre de las Americas 


ya podamos tener algunas 
definiciones”, agrego al 
destacar que hay expectativas 
de una clara senal de apoyo a 
los acuerdos de fibre comercio 
con Colombia y Panama 
que estan pendientes en el 
Congreso estadounidense. 
Otra, esperada por America 
Latina y el mundo entero, 
es una posicion mucho mas 
constructiva de Washington 
en las conversaciones pos- 
Kioto sobre calentamiento 
global, destaco. Tambien, 
Insulza considero que el 
Gobierno de Obama podria 
poner trabas reales al traspaso 
de armas estadounidenses 
hacia el crimen organizado y 
el narcotrafico en Mexico y 
Centroamerica. 

Por otra parte, la autoridad de 
la Organizacion de Estados 
Americanos (OEA) cuenta 
con el inicio de un dialogo, 
al menos, con Venezuela 
y Bolivia, paises que 


expulsaron a los embajadores 
estadounidenses el ano pasado 
en un clima de acusaciones 
contra el saliente Gobierno 
de George W. Bush. “Yo 
sinceramente espero que haya 
un dialogo para resolver los 
problemas. Son paises que 
tienen muchos intereses en 
comun”, argumento. 

CUBA EN LA AGENDA 
Obama prometio durante su 
campana electoral eliminar las 
restricciones que enfrentan los 
cubano-americanosparaenviar 
remesas y viajar a visitar a sus 
familias en Cuba, medidas que 
podrian anunciarse dentro de 
poco. 

Insulza estimo que el 
levantamiento del “bloqueo” 
comercial contra Cuba que 
mantiene Estados Unidos 
puede demorar mas tiempo, 
pero subrayo que la region 
quiere ver un cambio de 
politica hacia la isla de 


gobierno comunista. 

“Para los paises de America 
Latina, Cuba es un tema y un 
tema que quieren conversar 
pronto”, dijo. Las medidas 
sobre viaj es y remesas “pueden 
ayudar a crear un nuevo clima, 
sobre todo porque hemos visto 
que el presidente Raul Castro 
ha dicho que esta dispuesto a 
responder gesto por gesto”, 
agrego. Insulza califico de 
“razonable” a Castro, con 
quien hablo en Brasil durante 
la cumbre regional a la cual file 
invitada Cuba por primera vez, 
poniendo fin a un aislamiento 
incentivado por Washington 
hace cuatro decadas y medio. 
La OEA podria decidir en 


su asamblea anual en junio 
si se mantiene la suspension 
de Cuba del organismo, 
decidida en 1962 a instancias 
de Estados Unidos. “Despues 
Cuba decidira si quiere o no 
participar en el organismo”, 
observo. 

Insulza dijo que la Carta 
Democratica Interamericana, 
que establece un programa 
de accion para promover y 
mejorar la democracia, era un 
“concepto de la Guerra Fria” 
y no seria un obstaculo para el 
regreso de Cuba a la OEA. 
“Ese trabajo se hace mejor 
con los paises dentro que con 
los paises fuera (de la OEA)”, 
afirmo. □
